of Our Royal Grandfather, King George the Second, of glorious Memory, by 
him granted to The United Company of Merchants of England, Trading to the Eaft- 
Indics\ thereby, amongft other Things, conftituting and eftablifhing Courts of 
Civil, Criminal, and Ecclefiaftical Jurifdiftion, at the faid United Company 9 *

Officers of the Supreme Court of Judicature, at Fort-William in Bengal, with
